POTEEN IN COUNTY MAYO 
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OLD MAN SENT TO PRISON. 

At Ballycastle monthly District Court John 
Bourke. aged 75 years, was sentenced to six 
months’ imprisoument on a charge: of: being 
in possession of two quai'ts of illicit spirits.

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DEAF AND DUMB MISSION. 


A sale of work in aid of the Mission to the 
Adult Deaf and Dumb was opened on Wednes- 
day in the Parochial Hall, helerave square, 
Rathmines, by Lord Glenavy, who said that 
the number of deaf and dumb in Ireland was 
a little over four thousand, a fact which 
showed that there was a large field of work 
open for those who were interested in the 
relief of their suffering fellow-creatures. 

There was a great difficulty, Lord Glenavy 
added, in finding work for péople afflicted in 
this way when the time came for them to 
leave the schools provided for them. The 
activities of the Mission to the Adult Deaf and 
Dumb were confined to keeping in touch with 
these boys and girls, who were so handi- 
capped in their efforts to earn a living, and 
werk was found for them, and their com- 
fort and security generally looked after. 

The Rev. R. Northridge presided at the 
opening of the second day of the sale yéster- 
day. ‘The institution. he said, was founded 
forty-three vears ago by Primate Gregg, who 
was then Bishop of Cork, since when it had 
been doing a bléssed work, and never better 
than to-day. The secretary, the Rev. F. W. 
Elliot, travelled over Ireland, visiting the 
deaf and dumb, helping them to keep alive 
their knowledge of lip-reading, and speaking 
by signs and ministering to them in every 
practical way. 

Mr. Duckett then declared the sale open, 
commending the workers highly for their 
energy and devotion, and made a handsome 
donation to the funds of the Mission.

SUCCESSFUL APPEAL IN

The writer wisely does not attempt to 
advocate a solution of the problem. She 
merely presents it as a matter which every 
serious-minded person should read and 
carefully ponder.

In “Crime and Custom .in Savage 
Society,” by Dr. B. Malinowski, the same 
problem of the relation of black to white 
is considered, but from a totally different 
and more scientific angle. The author 
justifies his book, the outcome of a field- 
wotker’s close and trained observations of 
the natives of N.W. Melanesia, on the 
ground that ‘‘ the task is not only of high 
scientific and cultural importance, but also 
not dévoid of considerable practical value, 
in that it can help the white man to 
govern, exploit and ‘improve’ the native 
with less pernicious results to the latter.’ 

In this little work, which is really a 
development of papers read to the Royal 
Institution, Dr. Malinowski gives an 
account of certain tribal customs, pointing 
out how religious and supernatural 
sanctions and group solidarity are not, as 
has been hitherto imagined, sufficiently 
powerful to cover more than the minor 
elements of savage social life, such as 
manners, customary usage and ordinary 
proceedings. Where, however, there is 
need to encroach on self-interest and 
inertia, to prod into unpleasant action or 
thwart innate propensities, something 
stronger is required. This is supplied by 
real legal rules, developed by experience 
and enforced by reciprocity, publicity and 
the personal feelings of pride in public 
ritual performance. ~ i 

While this book is of great interest to 
the. ethnologist, it is h that it will be 
widely read; for it is only along the linés 
of scientific and human understanding of 
the native mind and requirements: that 
the problem of the savage racés can be 


solved with honour.

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HE London “ £oo ” is fortunate in its 
reaérit chronicler. Mr. #. G. Boulen- 
ger’s k, ‘‘ A Naturalist at the Zoo,” isa 
mine of solid, technical information, but 
it is written in such an easy style, further 
lightened by amusing anecdotes, that the 
veriest amateur of natural history will 
add considerably to his knowledge, without 
Alpert effort, by reading it. | 
here is a good déal of fresh matter 
given about the old, well-known favourites 
amongst the animals; but the writer does 
not confine himself to the “star turns.” 
The insect house, nuturally, is a department 
which does not lend itself very well to 
exhibition of its inmates, but they are well 
worth examination. The Praying Mantis 
amongst the superstitious in its native 
country has a reputation for saintliness 
and is regarded with much reverence. The 
Arabian species is stated by the natives to 
pray with its face towards Mecca! As a 
rule, we do not associate guile with 
captive bears, but one of the Regent’s Park 
specimens is shown to be well endowed with 
the quality. To gratify his strange passion 
for destroying umbrellas he devised a 
regular trap for the unwary by letting 
fragments of the food he was given drop 
just outside his cage in hopes that an un- 
suspecting visitor would poke it back to 
him with the end of an umbrella—and 
that was generally the end of the 
umbrella, if. the bear was quick enough. 

How the kangaroo got his name is in- 
teresting. The first settlers in Australia, 
on seeing such a peculiar animal, 
questioned the natives about it. ‘‘ Kan- 
garoo”’ was invariably the reply, ahd the 
name, having beén adopted, remained in 
use even after the newcomers had learnt 
that the word meant merely ‘‘ What do 
you tiean?”’ 

The white elephant, which, since the 
book was written, has figured much in the 
papers on account of its departure for New 
York and projected tour in America, must 
have been a great care, so hedged round 
was. it with restrictions owing to its half- 
sacred character. In the sixteenth century 
another of the kind was the occasion of a 
war between Pegu and Siam. The term 
“white elephant”? had a literal and 
ominous origin. When one of these 
burdensome: animals came to England 
many years ago a portion of the contract 
signed by the new owner ran as follows: 
“ We have sworn before God that we will 
take the elephant to love, honour and pro- 
tect it from misery. If not we know the 
sin cannot escape hell.” The digestion of 
an ostrich has, it appears, limitations. 
Ninepence halfpetiny in coppers, adminis- 
tered to one of these birds by a bank holi- 
day humourist, had a fatal effect, and the 
recovery of the money during the. post- 
mortem examination was a poor recom- 
pense. ; 

The Zoological Society has a use for 
its inmates even as corpses. After the 
inquest the skin and the skeleton have still 
avalue, and thé internal organs are 
despatched to laboratories to play their 
part in research work. On one occasion 
‘an animal painter had bought the carcase 
of a baboon for some studio purpose; un- 
fortunately, he did not notice that a 
horrifly human-looking nand was sticking 
out of the suit case. in which he had 
packed his purchase, and he found him- 
self surrounded by police, who were at that 
time, as their own phrase puts it, “ on the 
alert’’ for the perpetrator of a very revolt- 
ing murder !

The book 
may be designed to illustrate the gradual 
changes of which Lord Oxford’s resigna- 
tic is the fogical result. In effect, he 
assigns his “ irrevocable decision ” to the 
party's differences on the subject of 
the general strike. These revealed in 
such. startling fashion the moral and 
political breach between the old and 
the new Liberalism that men like Lord 
Oxford were forced to. make a definite 
choice between their loyalty and their self- 
respect. All politiciahs are opportunists, 
and many: of Lord Oxford’s gravest errors 
—especially “in the field of Irish ‘policy— 
were the outcome of bargains that seemed 
for the moment to promote his party’s 
ends. Nevertheless, as a Liberal of the 
old school, Lord Oxford has been faithful, 
throughout his long career, to at least two 
vital principies—the sanctity of the Con- 
stitution and the suprémacy of parlia- 
mentary government. Both of these prin- 
ciples were outraged by Mr. Lloyd George’s 
attack on Mr. Baldwin’s attitude to the 
general strike—an attitude which certainly 
would have been Lord Oxford’s own if he 
had been in office. Moreover, apart from 
any question of principle, Lord Oxford’s 
position had become intolerable under a 
system which supported rival authorities,

CRITIGAL DAYS. 

When they reflected upon the events oí the 
past year. in the great world, they should 
note certain phases of human experience, 
which were, indeed, marks of change, and 
witness to the fact that they lived in very 
critical times. Economic conditions were 
very critical. Recovery after the catastrophe 
of the great war seemed very: slow. ne 
would have thought the tremendous destruc- 
tion of that time would have been followed 
| by a period of increased production to supply 
all that was lost. Yet trade ‘was slow to re- 
cover ; farming, which. was their chief indus- 
try, won but meagre reward; manufacturers 
were struggling with great difficulty. They 
thanked God for a good harvest; at the 
present time that was an inestimable benefit, 
but the coal strike had depressed all indus- 
try and occasioned enormous loss. Against 
that they had to set the fact that the general 
strike, which threatened a _ revolutionazy 
disaster, was speedily settled “by. the- good 
sense and sound nerves of the people of 
England 

Setting these features of the world to-day 
on one side, he asked them to consider ' cer- 
tain others which seemed to him to promise 
better things. (Hear, hear.) First, he put 
before them the amazing development of 
scientific achievement in recent years, Only 
the other day London was stirred to the heart 
by the arrival of Sir Alan Cobham, the 
great airman, from his journey of 28,000 
miles to Australia and back.

They 
seemed now close tothe time when the 
traveller would be able to go.to the 
Antipodes and back in two or three weeks.

The Court of Appeal, consisting of the 
Master of the Rolls and Lords Justice Sargant 
and Lawrence, to-day heard an appeal by 
Mrs. Evelyn Mary Warren Howe, of 
Glarnavirane, Howe’: Strand, County Cork, 
from a judgment of Mr. Justice Eve, in an 
action brought against her and cthers by a 
sister, Mrs. Margaret Marion Atherton Mims. 
The dispute related to the estate of a brother, 
Robert Henry Warren Heard, of Kinsale, who 
left about £70,000. . 

By his will Mr. Heard left the bulk of his 
property in equal shares to Mrs. Howe, Mrs. 
Kathleen Vittoria Florenza Sernatt Lloyd- 
Davies, of The Cot, Cirencester, and a third 
sister, who died before the brother. 

Serjeant Sullivan, K.C., for the appellant, 
said that as the result of the exclusion of 
Mrs. Mims and the death of the other sister 
the bulk of the «state of Mr. Heard went in 
equal shares to Mrs. Howe and Mrs. Lloyd- 
Davies. At the funeral of the brother, Mrs. 
Howe agreed, by assigning to Mrs. Mims 
one-third of her half-share. to put Mrs. Mims 
in the same position as if she got an equal 
share-in the estate under the will. By a 
mistake the deed of assignment was drawn 
up so as to give Mrs. Mims about £10,000 
more.

CHARACTERISTICS OF FAITH.

His Eminence Cardinal O'Donnell and al! 
the members of the Hierarchy, President 
Cosgrave and several of his Ministers, mem- 
bers of the Judiciary and the Oireachtas, and 
probably over a thousand members ‘of the 
general Roman Catholic laity attended the 
reception held in the Dublin Mansion House 
last night in connection with the Catholic 
Truth Society’s Conference. 

As the Cardinal, followed by the scarlet- 
robed prelates, entered the Round Room the 
gathering rose to its feet and accorded him 
an exceedingly impressive reception. 

CARDINAL’S ADDRESS. 

Subsequently His Eminence delivered a 
short address. 

Having referred to his experiences at the 
Eucharistic Congress at Chicago, he said that 
those of them, like the Archbishop of Cashel 
an , who” were engaged in public 
functions had very little time for the sectional 
meetings, and that was always a matter for 
regret, for there, as here, every meeting held 
was one of very great importance.

The pledges were give at a time when His 
Majesty's Government, on grounds of high 
policy, were transferring to a Government of 
the Irish Free State the responsibility for in- 
ternal administration in that country which 
had previously rested upon them. This trans- 
fer, like all great constitutional changes, in- 
} evitably cntailed changes in the political and 
economic life of the courtry which must 
affect all its citizens. So far as the pos- 
sibility of violent disturbance in the country 
was concerned His Majesty’s Government 
could only seek to ensure, by agree- 
ment with the Free State Govern- 
ment, that the principle of, fair com- 
pensation for criminal . injuries should 
continue to be recognised, and this they 
sought to do by Paragraph 3 of the agree- 
ment of January 24, 1922, already quoted. 


PERSONS WHO SUFFERED. 


But there was one class of persons in the | 
Free State who might be peculiarly affected 
by the change. During the disturbances 
which had preceded the Sonn His Majesty’s* 
Government had been loyal 
the discharge of the constitutional responsi- 
Edities which then rested upon them by a 
large number of Irish men and women, After 
the changes it became evident that, as the 
result of renewed disturbances, many of these 
persons were, sustaining grave injuries and 
heavy losses, deliberately inflicted upon them 
because of their past loyalty. 

His Majesty’s Government naturally felt a 
special obligation to ensure, so far as possible, 
that beyond, and in addition to, the inevit- 
able dislocation of ordinary life resulting from 
a great constitutional change, special hard- 
ships should not be suffered by such persons 
for such a reason. It was to this point that 
the pledges of the Government were mainly 
directed, and it is the duty which His 
Majesty’s Government are bound to discharge 
‘to the best of their ability. 

If the pledges of His Majesty’s Government 
are regarded from this point of view, the 
state of the law at the time the pledges 
were given, and the relief afforded by the 
Act of 1923, will both be factors to be con- 
sidered in examining claims. On the one 
hand, the Government will take into account 
any loss which would have given -ground 
for a claim for compensation under the 
Criminal and Malicious Injuries Acts, includ- 
ing the Acts of 1919 and 1920; and, on the 
other hand, claimants must show that «hey 
have taken advantage of all opportunities 
offered to them under the Act of 1923 to get 
such compensation as is allowed by that Act. 
It will not do for claimants to say that, be- 
cause they had no confidence in the Irish 
Tribunal, they allowed the opportuhity to 
slip. But, in addition to these factors, the 
Government will have regard to the degree 
of hardship suffered by injured persons over 
the whole field of losses suffered by Irish 
loyalists.

DIFFICULT I) THEORY. 


I have set out these considerations at 
some slength at the request of the Committee 
in order to facilitate a study of the whole 
problem. It is very difficult fairly to present 
such complicated issues, and we naturally 
have differed somewhat between ourselves 
in the weight which we individually attach 
to these various considerations. We feel, how- 
ever, that there is no wide difference between 
us as to the spirit in which we desire to ap- 
proach the problem, and that the Govern- 
ment’s task, however difficult to define in 
theory, will prove comparatively simple in 
the course of practical administration.
